Managers Say They Have Sub- 
mitted Their Best Offer on 
Wage Question.

CHiCAGO, March 27.—After the ad- 
journment of the joint conference be- 
tween the general managers and the 
representatives of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Conductors yesterday after- 
noon, both sides prepared to bring their 
heavy artiilery into action in the meet- 
ing that began a® 10 a. m. today. Out 
of this meeting, it is expected, will come 
at ieast an indication, if not a positive 
decision, as to whether there is to be 

a split which would be followed by a 
strike of the 45,000 men concerned or 
whether negotiations will be continued 
with the ultimate end in view of reach- 
ing «a settienient through the medium of 
arbitration. 

Arbitration is the slogan of the general 
managers, and it seemed certain today 
that that would be the main proposition 
to be presented by them to the repre- 
sentatives of the two organizations. The 
furinal vote of the rank and file of the 
two trainmen’s organizationg giving the 
officers authority to order a strike in 
case the railroad officials refuse to 
grant the demands of the men is gen- 
erally regarded as putting them on rec- 
ord as being opposed to arbitrating the 
wage scale, but it is possible that the 
ofiicials may stretch a point and submit 
their case to an arbitration board. 

However, there was none of the 
chief officers or one of the 2W dele- 
gates representing all of the systems 
involved willing to say that he would 
listen to a proposal to arbitrate. The 
trainmen say that they were sent here 
to get an increase in’ wages of 12 per 
cent that they will get that conces- 
sion from the generai managers or 
there will be a falling out. 

Best Offer Says Trainmen. 

The general managers say that they 
have made their best and longest offer, 
and that unless it is accepted or the 
men agree to arbitrate trouble is in 
sight and they insist that they will not 
be to blame. 

Pv. H. Morrissey, grand master of the 
Brothe ae * he v Trainmen, 
said to the Post-Dispatch correspondent j 
last evening that she was not looking’ 
or or Gourting a strike, and he adde 
that, inasmuch as the unions have not 
been officialiy informed that the gen- 
eral managers have submitted their 
best offer, it would be premature on 
his part or on the part of any offieer 
of either of the two organizations to 
sav .what they propose to do. 

Mr. Morrissey said that it was a prin- 
ciple with his organization when mat- 
ters of the kind are being considered 
to use every honorable means to reach 
an amicable settlement, but, after the 
membership has voiced its position 
through a referendum vote, there is 
nothing left for the officers to do but 
carry out instructions, even to the ex- 
tent of calling a strike. 

No one would venture a guess as to 
the outcome of Wednesday’s meeting. 
There was an indication that the morn- 
ing session would resolve itself into a 
preliminary skirmish with each side op- 
deavoring to draw the fire of the op- 
position, and that it would be neces- 
sary to hold two sessions to decide the 
final outcome. 

Delegates representing the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen are con- 
ferring with the general managers and 
demanding an increase in wages. They 
have had no part in the conferences 
which have been held between the train- 
men and conductors and general man- 
agers, but it is said that they may de- 
cide to join the other employes’ bodies 
in case their demands are refused. In 
event of a strike, it will be the most 
far-reaching of any that railway men 
of this country have experienced. The 
switchmen have already promised their 
support to the trainmen and conductors.

DIES WW HUGE VAT 


Louis Brun: Found Face Down | 


on Botton in Deep 
Water. 


With other workmen only a few feet 
away, Louis Bruns died at the bottom 
of a beer brewing kettle at the Phoenix 
branch of the St. Louis Brewing Asso- 
ciation, Eighteenth and Lafayette ave- 
nue.

Negro Resiated Arrest. 
In 35 minutes after the shooting five 
policemen and as many deputy mar- 
shals had arrived on the scene. Deputy 
Marshal Ledbeter approached two 
armed negroes who were sianding on 
the porch. The officer called out: 
“Consider yourselves under arrest.”’ 
“Not on your life,’’ replied the negro, 
at the same time exhibiting his detective 
commission. He replied: ‘‘Not on your 
life,’”’ at the same time raising his gun. 
The officer fired, killing the negro out- 
right. The other negro fired at the 
officer with a revoiver, but missed him 
and the officer killed him with two 
shots. 

The officers, who had formed a half- 
circle around the house were firing. The 
other members of the society ran to 
cover, The negroes who had been stand- 
— in the house opened fire from a 
window, resulting in drawing another 
fire from the entire force of officers. 
One was fatally shot in the body. His 
companions kept up the fire continu- 
ally. One man fired twice and crouched 
for a third, when a well-directed shot 
from the Winchester of one of the offi- 
cers killed him.

Alex Meffert, late swimming instruc- 
tor of the M. A. C., is predicting great 
things for his new pets, the Cherry Cir- 
cles of Chicago. Swimming enthusiasts 
the country over have focused their at- 
tention on the Chicago A. A.’s Club. 
They nod and wink and say, ‘‘Watch 
Alex Meffert and the Cherry Circles.” 

After a few days in his new berth 
here is what Meffert hands out: 

“tl am well acquainted with Chicago's 
swimmers,’ said Meffert, ‘‘and I look 
for a most prosperous year at the Chi- 


cago Club. I believe that Chicago has 
& water-polo team far superior to the 
New York aggregation. This is my can- 
did opinion, after seeing the teams 
clash on many occasions, in the ma- 
jority of which New York carried off 
the honors, invariably by the superior 
condition of their men. I have ample 
time to get my men in trim for the 
meet with New York. I have my plans 
formulated and know the peculiarities 
of every man on the team. In Gene 
Durand, Frank Kehve, Bob Laughlin, 
Fred Loehde and Geo. Healey I think 
the Chicago A: A. has the best water- 
polo team in the world. 

“They do not train sufficiently, how- 
ever. From the time I take active 
charge in the Chicago tank I will have 
these men swim a half mile three 
times each week, and make them go 
in for speed and correctness of stroke 
from the start.

Dulliness in transactions, the usual recent course of business on the Stock 
Exchange, followed the slight betterment in prices of Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. 

The dullness was indicated by the fact that only two of the generally half 
dozen bank and trust stocks were mentioned and no sales were recorded in 
tractions except the 4 per cent bonds. 

Traction 4 per cent bonds were the feature at a fractional advance in the 
early part of the session to firm and unchanged from Tuesday at the close, 
the last sales being at 81%. 

The apparently causeless slump in Uniteqd Railways common of Monday and 
Tuesday was balanced by an advance to 33 bid and 334% asked at the close, 3% 
being bid early in the session and holders remaining firm throughout. 

The fisherman who has been after a small block of St. Louis Union Trust 
angled successfully at the afternoon session, getting 10 shares at 386. Further 
bids at that figure was followed by 387% asked and no further trading. 

Two shares of Missouri-Lincoln Trust stock and the one lot of St. 
Union were the only sales made from the small bunch of traction bonds.
